Q.UNU(AFP) - Nelson Man¬ 
dela. South Africa's first black 
president was laid to rest yes¬ 
terday after a state funeral filled 
with tearful eulogies and stri¬ 
dent vows to pursue his ideals of 
equality and justice. 

Mandela's casket was burned 
at a family plot m ins rural boy¬ 


hood home of Qunir watched 
by ins widow Graca Mach el, 
ex-wife Winnie Madikizeta- 
Mandela, other family members 
and around 450 selected guests. 

The interment followed a 
ceremonial state funeral that ran 
well over its allotted two hours; 
as speaker after speaker paid 


emotional tribute to the man 
who led South Africa out. of the 
apartheid era. 

"The person who lies here is 
Soutli Africa's greatest son," 
said ANC deputy president 
Cyni Ramaphosa. 

A 31 -gun salute and full mil¬ 
itary honour guard had escorted 
Mandela's coffin to the marquee 
where A , 5 D D m oumers sai d their 
final goodbyes. 

His flag-draped casket was 
placed oncowskms, surrounded 
by 95 candles -- one for each 
year of Ins extraordinary life 

Tlie frail and ageing leaders 
a f S outh Afii c a's anti- ap artheid 
struggle also attended George 
Bixos, Desmond Tutu and 
Ahmed Kathrada, whose voice 
broke as he delivered a eulogy 
for Ins old friend.

"I first met him (57 years ago," 
said Kathrada, who along with 
Mandela was sentenced to life 
in prison in 1963 

He recalled Ins fellow in¬ 
mate as a powerful amateur 
boxer who could cope far bet¬ 
ter than others with the physi¬ 
cal challenge of hard labour. 

"What I saw in hospital was 
a man helpless and reduced to 
a. shadow of himself" he said, 
struggling nos to break down 
"Farewell my dear brother, 
my mentor, my leader" 

"How iVe la st a brother, my 
life is in a void and I don't 
know who to turn to " 

A towering public figure 

Kathrada's words left many 
in tears among die invited 
guests, whose ranks included 
foreign dignitaries and celebri¬ 
ties ranging from Britain's 
Prince Charles to US talk show 
queen Opr all Winfrey 

Hie funeral closed the final 
chapter in die life of a towering 
public figure whose courage 
and moral fortitude turned him 
into a global symbol of free¬ 
dom and hope 

During 10 days of mourn¬ 
ing, hundreds of thousands of 
South Africans had turned out 
across the country to bid 
farewell to the founding father 
of their" Rainbow Nation" 
They braved a ram-sadden 
memorial in Soweto and for 
three days queued to see has re¬ 
mains lying in state at Preto¬ 
ria's Union Buildings. 

For 5 D million compatriots, 
Mandela was not just a presi¬ 
dent, but a moral guide who 
led them away from in¬ 
ternecine racial conflict. 

“ Ev er smc e he p as s e d away, 
I wanted to walk the journey 
with him," said Pascal Moloi, 
52, who came from Johannes¬ 
burg to watch with Mandela's 
fellow villagers. 

While Mandela had been 
critically ill for months, the an¬ 
nouncement of bs death on 
December 5 still sent a spasm 
through a country struggling to 
carry forward his vision of a 
harm ons ous mul ti -racial 

democracy of shared prosper¬ 
ity 

During tire funeral. Presi¬ 


dent Jacob Zuma told the 
country to carry on M and el's 
legacy 

"One thing we can assure 
you of today, tata (father), as 
you take your final steps, is 
that South Africa will continue 
to rise 

" South Afri ca wifi co ntinu e 
to rise because we dare not fail 
you," Zuma said. 

A private goodbye 

After the ceremony, Man¬ 
dela's coffin was transported to 
a graveyard sitting on the 
sprawling family estate that 
Mandela built m Qunu after his 
release from prison in 1930 

"It was m that village that 1 
spent some of the happiest 
years of my boyhood and 
whence 1 trace my earliest 
memories," he wrote in his au¬ 
tobiography 

As the coffin was lowered 
into the ground, six jets flew 
over the grave site in a "miss¬ 
ing man formation"', usually 
reserved for tributes to a fallen 
pilot. 

After a life spent in the pub - 
lie spotlight, Mandela's Anal 
rites were a fiercely private af¬ 
fair 

A family deprived of their 
husband and father during bs 
27 years m apartheid prisons 
and many more years in public 
service seized it. as an ultimate 
last goodbye to a man who 
meant much to millions 

A live television broadcast 
followed tiie coffin to die 
graveside but was cut after 
several minutes in line with the 
family 's wishes 

Overseen by male members 
of Ins clan in line with tradi¬ 
tional Xhosa rites, the burial 
included the slaughter of an ox 
-- a ritual marking of a life's 
milestones 

Mandela was referred to 
throughout as Dalibhunga, the 
name given to him at the age of 
16 after undergoing the initia¬ 
tion to adulthood. 

After the ceremony Bizos - 
- who was Mandela's defence 
lawyer — echoed the heart¬ 
break of a nation 

"We have known each other 
for 65 years," Bizos said, "now 
he is gone."

First UN aid flight from Iraq lands in Syria 


BAGHDAD, December 15, 
2013 (AFP) - Hie first UN aid 
flight from Iraq landed in 
northeastern Syria yesterday 
with badly needed supplies, 
after a winter storm delayed it 
for several days, the United 
Nations said 

UN aid agencies have 
"stalled airlifting urgently 
needed humanitarian aid from 
Arbil, Iraq, to Qamishli in 
northeast Syria as displaced 
families start to face one of the 
harshest ’winters ever," a UN 
statement said. 

The first flight chartered by 
the UN World Food Program 
(WFP) “landed today in 
Qamishli airport," and "WFP 
plans to use II more airlifts to 
move enough food to feed over 
30,QQQ people for one month," 
it said. 

WFP plans to send a total of 
some 400 tons of and, wble 
UN refugee agency UNHCR, 
will send 300 tons of relief 
items "intended to help some 
(50,000 displaced people,' 1 it 


said. 

And children's agency 
UNICEF "is sending a plane¬ 
load of health kits, water and 
sanitation supplies." 

"Two planes are contracted 
to do 23 rotations over the next 
10 days between the two coun¬ 
tries," the UN said "It is the 
first humanitarian airlift of 
supplies from Iraq into Syria 
since the crisis in Syria erupted 
in March 2011." 

F.aad access into Hasakeh 
province in northeastern Syria 
has become dangerous, and 
there had not been any major 
overland deliveries of aid to 
the area since May, meaning 
that other means were needed. 

The airlift, wbch has the 
go-ahead from both the Syrian 
and Iraqi governments, had 
been expected to begin on 
Thursday, but was delayed by 
a storm that shut do urn 
Qamishli's airport. 

Amin Awad, who heads the 
UNHCR Syria response, said 
the original plan was for aid to 


be transported into northern 
and northeastern Syria by 
truck, but "there was a shift m 
the elements that controlled 
that: road and the border and 
we sbfted to an airlift " 

But he added that airlifting 
aid would not be sustainable in 
the long run. 

Meanwhile, the UNHCR 
plans to spend 1195 million 
(142 million euros) to help 
"winterise* Syria and the sur¬ 
rounding countries 

As paid of the program, it 
has begun distributing items 
such as isolation tents, plastic 
sheeting and warm clothing, 
especially for children and 
other vulnerable people, as 
well as cash for fuel, Awad 
said. 

According to UNHCR, 
Iraq's three-province au¬ 
tonomous Kurdistan region, 
from winch the aid flights will 
depart, hosts more than 
2DQ, DO 0 registered Syrian 
refugees -- the vast majority of 
those who are in Iraq

Bachelet's contest with 
Matthei marked the first 
time in Latin America that 
a presidential runoff was 
held between two women. 

More than 13 million 
Chileans were eligible to 
vote Sunday, but this 
year's race marked the first 
time that voting m a presi¬ 
dential election was volun¬ 
tary in Chile. 

Bachelet has focused 
on greater social justice in 
a country that has the highest 
per capita income of any 
Latin American country 

She has proposed increas¬ 
ing taxes to raise $8.2 billion 
for the state coffers She 
wants everyone, not just the 
rich, to have access to free 
post-second ary education. 

Bachelet also hopes to 
quickly move on sweeping 
reforms that most Chileans 
want, which include over¬ 
hauling the constitution, a 
legacy of the era of dictator 
Augusta Pinochet (1973- 
1990). 

She plans to bring Chile in 
line'with a wave of social lib¬ 
eralism sweeping once con¬ 
servative Latin America, 
which include legalizing 
abortion and opening discus¬ 
sions on same-sex marriage.

Shunning sunlight, surviv¬ 
ing ana sketchy or unbalanced 
diet based on rotten meat or (in 
Gollum's case) the occasional 
blind fish, they lacked vitamin 
D, a key component, for 
healthy bones and muscle 
strength 

Hie idea is proposed by 
Nicholas Hop kin son, a doctor 
at Imperial College London 
and his son Joseph, in the 
Christmas edition of the Med¬ 
ical Journal of Australia. 

Hiey scoured "Hie Hobbit" 
for references to characters' 
living conditions, habits and 
diet. 

Hiey used these clues to 
rate each character for levels 
of vitamin D, produced when 
the skin is exposed to ultravi¬ 
olet light or derived from 
foods such as oily fish, egg 
yolks and cheese 

Bilbo Baggms, the hero of 
"Hie Hobbit," had a vitamin 
D-enriched life, they found.

China makes ’giant leap’ with Jade 
Rabbit moon rover landing 


E-trash to leap by a 
third by 2017: data 


BEIJING (AFP) - China's 
Jade Rabbit raver vehicle 
drove onto the moon's sur¬ 
face on Sunday after the first 
lunar soft landing m nearly 
four decades, a huge advance 
in the country's ambitious 
space programme. 

The Yutu, dt Jade Rabbit, 
was deployed at 4 35 am 
(2D35 GMT Saturday), sev¬ 
eral hours after the Chang'e- 
3 probe landed on the moon, 
said the official news agency 
Xinhua. 

Chinais the third country 
to complete a lunar rover 
mission after the United 
States and the then-Soviet 
Union -- a decade after it first 
sent an astronaut into space. 

It plans to establish a per¬ 
manent space station by 3D 20 
and eventually send a human 
to the moon

The landing, nearly two 
weeks after blast-off was the 
first of its kind since the for¬ 
mer Soviet Union's mission 
in 1976. 

The potential to extract the 
moon's resources has been 
touted as a key reason behind 


Beijing's space programme, 
with the moon believed to 
hold uranium, titanium, and 
other mineral resources, as 
well as offering the possibil¬ 
ity of solar power generation 
" China wants to go to the 
moan for geostrategic rea¬ 
sons and domestic legiti¬ 
macy," said China space 
expert Joan Johnson-Freese, 
a professor of national secu¬ 
rity affairs at the US Naval 
War College in Newport, 
Rhode Island 

"With the US exploration 
moribund at best, that opens 
a window for China to be 
perceived as the global tech¬ 
nology leader -- though the 
US still has mare, and more 
advanced, assets in space. " 
The rover will spend about 
three months exploring the 
moon's surface and looking 
for natural resources. 

It can climb slopes of up 
to 3D degrees and travel at 
3DO metres per hour, accord¬ 
ing to the Shanghai Aero¬ 
space Systems Engineering 
Research Institute.

PARIS (AFP) - She will be 
33 in 2014 and it'll be 13 
years since she made her 
WTA debut, but Serena 
Williams remains the domi¬ 
nant force m women's tennis 
condemning out-classed, 
under-powered rivals to the 
shadows. 

The American diva fin¬ 
ished 2013 with 11 titles 
while her major triumphs at 
the French and US Gpens 
took her Grand Slam haul to 
17, one off the mark shared 
by Chris Evert and Martina 
Navratilova and just five 
away from Steffi Grafs Open 
Era record of 22. 

In a year of staggering 
dominance, Williams en¬ 
joyed a match record of 73 
wins against just four defeats, 
claimed the season-ending 
WTA Ch amp l o n ship s titl e 
and became the oldest num¬ 
ber one player 

Her $12,335,572 total 
prize money smashed the 
previous season record of 
$7,923,320 set by Victoria 
Azarenka in 2012 and at one 
stage she went an a 34-match 
winning streak, just one short 
of the record set by sister 
Venus in 2000 

She fired 4SD aces which 
was more than Rafael Nadal, 
Novak Djokovic, Andy Mur¬ 
ray and Roger Federer man¬ 
aged. 

And just for good meas¬ 
ure, she was also on hand to 
supply some of the best quips 
and controversies, leading to 
spectacular public spats with 
the likes of Mana Sliarapova 
and compatriot Si Dane 
Stephens. 

Despite her complete con¬ 
trol of the women's game, 
Williams insists there is al¬ 
ways room for improvement., 
starting at the Australian 



Op en where last year she was 
knocked Dut in the fourth 
round by Stephens, a defeat 
which sparked a year-long 
feud between the two. 

"1 have some areas where 
1 can do a lot better for next 
year and I look forward to it," 
said Williams. 

“My goal is just to go a 
year in Australia without 
twisting an ankle That's all 
I'm going to start with.' 

Williams believes becom¬ 
ing the oldest woman to win 
the French Open was a key 
triumph, a belief no doubt 
bred by her blossoming per¬ 
sonal relationship with 
French coach Patrick 
Mauratoglou 

"The French Open was 
probably the tiling that stands 
out mast," she said after a 
second Paris title to add Id 
her first from 2002 

Victory m Pans was 
achieved with a straight sets 
win over defending cham¬ 
pion Sharapova leaving the 
Russian without a victory 
over the American in almost 


a decade 

The pair's tense relation¬ 
ship reached boiling point at 
Wimbledon when they traded 
verbal blows over their re¬ 
spective love lives. 

The spat did nothing for 
their Wimbledon campaigns - 
- Williams losing m the fourth 
round to eventual runner-up 
Sabins Lisicki while Shara¬ 
pova slumped to a second 
round loss to Portuguese qual¬ 
ifier Michelle Larcher de 
Brito. 

Sharapova played just one 
more match m the year — an 
opening round loss to 
Stephens in Cincinnati in Au¬ 
gust -- before calling it quits 
with a shoulder injury. 

The Russian star, still 
comfortably the world's high¬ 
est-earning sportswoman, 
has hired Sven Groeneveld. 
the farmer coach of Monica 
Seles, to help her in 2014 
after splitting with long-term 
co ach Thom as H o g ste dt. 

World number two Victo¬ 
ria Azarenka remains 
Williams's biggest rival 

The statu es qu e B el aru si an 
began 2013 by successfully 
defending her Australian 
Open title and followed it 
with victory over Williams in 
the Doha tournament 

Another win aver the 
American m Cincinnati 
buoyed her ahead of the US 
Open, but the 24-year-old 
suffered a second successive 
final defeat to the American.
